The San Francisco Free Folk Festival History. 


For 28 years the San Francisco Free Folk festival has been a true grassroots effort. All 
performers, workshop leaders, live mix sound technicians and event organizers volunteer their time, 
allowing this event to remain free. It takes more than 200 volunteers, including instructors and 
performers, to make this event an annual success. 

Of all the folk festivals, the San Francisco Free Folk Festival is unique. Visitors here may 
participate in crafts, dance and singing, and music jams, as well as enjoy performances by leading 
lights of folk, new acoustic, blues and international music. 

Members of the San Francisco Folk Music Club started this event in 1976. It outgrew its first 
home at the Hall of Flowers, and moved to Fort Mason, where it stayed for 13 more years. In 1996, 
the event moved from the John Adams Campus to its current home at Roosevelt Middle School. 
Last year’s Festival drew between 2,000 and 3,000 people who attended this great two day event. 

The San Francisco Free Folk Festival, like the San Francisco Folk Music Club, is nothing 
without its many volunteers. They are the backbone of the organization, providing their skills as 
performers, instructors, sound and light technicians, organizers, publicists, designers, programmers 
and printers.

Gail Barten has been 
directing the City College of San Francisco Folk 
Dance Team and producing concerts for over 20 
years.
